Fort W orth, Tex., May 5.—The Pop­ 
ulist convention here Friday proved to 
be a hilarious affair. D aring rho greater

The result, of the all 
round row among the leader* was that 
the C incinnati taction not only won 
hands dow n, hut hail everything abso­ 
lutely from the start to the finish their J 
own way. 
Tracy aud Chairm an Bradley saw that > 
it was a h o p e le ss fight early in the pro 
ceodings, and most that they could do | 
was to stand up aud protestagait *t what 
Trace? called the gag tactic*. 
It was ' 
evident early in the day that the C in­ 
cinnati contingent had absolute control, j 
aud in carrying out their programme J 
they never overlooked a single detail 
Tracy and II. L. Bentley of Abilene 
desired, they said, to explain the Lincoln : 
executive comm ittee m eeting, but the i 
C incinnati followers wanted pone of it, 1 
and Tracy then called on those who de- 
sired to follow the regular organization 
to go w ith him. His friends hem proved , 
to btl few and his faction held no session, 
but instead gave out a statem ent for the 
press late in the afternoon. 
Milton Park of Dallas led the fight J 
against Tracy. Bradley nod Bentley, and i 
he announced from the very start that j 
he had no concessions to make. • 
The convention was noisy iii its pro-1 
ceediugs almost to tho point of being j 
riotous. 
J. M- M allett of Cleburne was made { 
chairm an, S. A. B ryant of Eastland sec- j 
rotary and Philips of Parker and Webb 
of Taylor county were made sergeant- 
at-arms. 
Sam Evans of Fort W orth and Mal­ 
lett of Johnson county were elected deb 
egates-at-large to the national conven­ 
tion aud authorised them to sol<«t their 
alternates if they did not attend tho 
convention 
The following resolution was adopted 
just before adjournm ent, being offered 
by T. B. Jackson of Erath county. 
“ Resolved, Th at all the delegates to 
the Populist national convention be in­ 
structed to vote for no man for president 
or vice president who is not a straight 
Populist. ” 
Resolutions were also adopted 
de­ 
nouncing the British war on the Boers, 
a w ar of conquest against sister repub­ 
lics, and extending thanks, etc. 
Votes of thanks to tho press, the citi­ 
zens of Fort W orth aud the railroads 
were then adopted aud the convention 
adjourned. 
I larry Tracy was found in an anteroom 
in conference w ith the other leaders 
who had walked out of the m eeting. 
C hairm an Bradley was interrogated. 
“ I ’m a Populist,” he replied in the most 
em phatic tone, aud then declared that 
the action of this m eeting am ounted to 
a secession from the People’s Party. 
H arry Tracy said all the men w ith 
any sense would go to Sioux Falls, aud 
added th at about thirty of tho foremost 
delegates to the convention had turned 
over their credentials after the vote to 
go to Cincinnati. 
The following leaders 
were in conference w ith him , and he 
says they will all go to Sioux Falls: 
G ranbury aud Bentley, members of the 
national committee, aud O. P. Pyle, W. 
L. Lewis, J. J. Eager, E. 
L. C unning­ 
ham, J. L Moodie, R. L. W hitney, S. 
C. Thompson and Sid Harper, members 
of the state committee. 


Texan D eleg a tio n at C incinn ati. 
F ort W orth, Tex., May 5.—The Popu­ 
list contingent to the Cincinnati con­ 
vention will have a voting strenuth of 
123. 
J. M. M allett of Cleburne, will 
probably be made tem porary chairm an 
of the national convention. 
The Texas 
delegation w ill favor either Barker of 
Georgia, Norton of Illinois or B urkitt of 
Mississippi, for president, and for vice 
president either Connelly of Minnesota, 
or How ard of Alabama. 
The Texas rep­ 
resentation in the natianal convention 
is based on the Kearby vote for gov­ 
ernor in ISOfi. 
It will be the largest 
delegation at Cincinnati. 
Kansas comes 
next w ith 88 votes.
